**Don't Worry’? 

Later in the meeting, when con- 
sidering budgetary allocations,

If $2,500 for labor is included 
in the Recreation Department bud- 
get, the FinCom probably will 
claim this amount should be deleted 
from the highway budget, as the 
Same men will be used by both 
departments, This would leave the 
highway fund short, in terms of 
maintaining the full crew for 52 
weeks of the year, 

Thus, he noted, it would then be 
necessary to assignseveral mento 
the recreation payroll fora lengthy 
period of time - probably much 
longer and greater, in equivalent 
man-hours, than would be the case 
if Supt. Chlebowski merely did the 
jobs as they came up, There would 
be little flexibility, he stated, and 
recreation would have more man- 
hours of work than is warranted, 

“Live in your budget’’, the

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Hidden Charges 


Someone has to straighten out the town’s fiscal policies 
or the voters won’t ever know — despite their policy- 
setting vote at town meeting.— what any department truly 
costs. 

The most bare-faced example of building up one depart- 
ment, at the expense of another, is the growth of recrea- 


tion in the town. 

Under present policy, various other departments will 
continue to work for the recreation department — but will 
pay for the work themselves. Thus the labor, and probably 
the equipment costs, will be hidden from view. Growth of 
one department will truly be at the expense of the other. 

Town Manager Duff told the Recreation Committee 
Monday night that it should not be at all concerned with 
the amount of work other departments may do for the 
recreation department in 1964. He said this will depend on 
circumstances during the year, and will be more or less, 
depending on how other projects fare. In his opinion, the 
type of accounting needed to establish true costs for each 
department is unnecessary and too expensive for the town 
to establish. 

We maintain that the voters have a right to set the 
growth pattern of each department, by appropriating funds 
for that department. 

If $40,000 is voted, year-end tallies should place the 
expenditures at or under this amount. It makes little sense 
for the voters to appropriate funds, if these are not to be 
followed specifically during the year. It may be legal, 
but it certainly is unethical, for officials to spend amounts 
in excess of the appropriation by utilizing other. depart- 
ments’ resources. 

We have reached a point where, it seems to us, the 
choice is clear. 

Either the voters must appropriate a lump sum, and 
allow the manager to spend it as he sees fit during the 
year, or the specific appropriations voted at town meeting 
must be followed, not only to the letter of the law but also 
within its spirit. 

Hiding expenses incurred for one department, by putting 
them through on warrants of other departments where the 
work was performed, is a technique which should be 
resisted strenuously by every citizen who wants to know 
where his tax dollars are going. 


Take A Fresh Look 


Various individuals and organizations have been raising 
a fuss over contemplated purchase of the Bamard pro- 
perty, on the west side of Rt. 28 near Ballardvale and 
Alderbrook rds. 

The land has been requested by the School Committee 
as a site for a new elementary school, and it now appears 
that purchase agreements may be reached with the owners, 

Objections to the site are based on its proximity to the 
the South School, the necessity of crossing a major high- 
way to reach the site, land conditions affecting drainage 
and septic tanks. 

Before final agreements are reached, it would be sen- 
sible for concerned town officials to once again explore 
all of the reasons for selecting the land in the first place, 
and review the objections now being raised. At least this 
fresh look at the problem would result in an answer based 
on up-to-date information — a reasonable thing for respon- 
sible town officials to do, in the best interests of the 
community. 


Candidates - Where Are You? 


Criticism of local government — heard so frequently, 
and often with accompanying bitterness — carries with it 
an implied responsibility which is totally lacking. 

This is the responsibility to take steps to correct 
those things which are wrong, to strengthen and support 
those which are correct, and to propose and endorse those 
which are missing. 

Yet we see little attempt to meet this responsibility; 
most residents are apparently quite content to comment 
negatively, but are unwilling to seek office and otherwise 
meet the challenges of municipal affairs. 

How else can we explain the amazing disinterest in the 
elective offices open this year — three for Selectmen, two 
on the School Committee, one for Moderator.
